"His withholding his fire until Bern- 


hard stopped and faced ground is proof 
of the fact that he did not intend to 
open the fight, unless his opponent so 
desired, 
"The firing lhen,waa so simultaneous 


that a number ol witnesses contradict 
one another in the point as to who flred 
Bret. 
" 


"tiuaU's.teatimonyis in conflict with 


all other witnesses, except 
probably 


Bernhard. 


"Bernhard testified that the defend- 


ant bad a pistol upon his person in the 
hall of the Fiske building, shortly after 
the first affray. In my judRnrnt that 
was disproved, and was no doubt due to 
Bernhard'a excited state'of mind at tbe 


miiid and was driven to tho vergo of 
desperation, EO that she had to leave 
him In order to preserve her health and 
mind. 


The plnintifT states further that ahe 


was induced to marry the defendant by 
undue influence and fraud, this consist- 
inir'in specious promisee made by said 
defendant and hor friends, whom he had 
enlisted to assist him in 
beeiqelnK 


her heart. Influenced by his promise 
of a "nice place" in tho city, and by the 
favorable reports «lven ol him by her 
friends, she consented to marry him— 
which she would not have done had ehn 
known be had tor years been addicted to 
the use of spirituous liquors to excess, 
that he possessed an ungovernable tem- 
per, and never intended to keep bis 
premises. 


Birdenia states that the defendant 


owns real and personal property to the 
amount of $75,000, some of which WHH 
acquired since their marriage and baa 
become community property. She puts 
his income at $200 per month. 


Sbe finally alleges that she is informOd 


and believes the defendant will soil big 
property and leave thn state with the 
avowed intention to defeat plaintiff ob- 
taining alimony, unless restrained by 
order of the court. 


Plaintiff neke for tbe dissolution of 


the bonds ol matrimony, division of 
tho community property, that defendant 
be enjoined and restrained from dispos- 
ing of his property ponding the action, 
and finally for proper alimony for her 
support during the pendency of said ac- 
tion.

CAK had soolBthing to say and denounced 
ae it believed they deserved to bo de- 
nounced, the acts above referred to. 


Afterwards the board of supervisors in 


public session and in the presence ol 
Fitch of tbo citizens as dfcited to attend, 
publically investigated tbe matter of the 
condition of the hooks and business of 
the county recorder's office and reported, 
among other things, the following in ref- 
erence to Vhb conduct of that office:

erasure upon that date had not been

copyists for the month of April at the 
i ate of 5% cents per folio, and that upon 
his settling with the auditor he charged 
up and collected from the county at the 
rate of 0 cents per folio. 


G—Tbat for the month of May tho re 


carder settled with his copyists, and pai< 
them at the rate of 6^ cents per folk 
and also paid the copyieta an addi 
tional '.' cent per folio for tho month o 
April. " 
7—That the recorder has made 


settlement with the

month of May and collected from th 
county at the rate of G>a cents per folio.

THAT LOVELY INSTALLMENT PLAN 


Reported Tlmt Railroad Buys in the 


Valley Have Bomo. 


Says the Chronicle of yesterday: "The 


trainmen of tho Southern Pacific iu tbe 
San Joaqnin valley are discussing a new 
set of grievances against the Southern 
Pacific company. They declare that tho 
present schedule of wages and miles run 
a day is not a just one, and they want to 
build it up so as to make it more favor- 
able to their aide. Thoy assert that on 
some runs the mon receive lean pay than 
on the Santa Fe or on the Northern Pa- 
cific.- Then, too, tho division terminus 
has been changed from Tulare to Fresno, 
which they say gives them more work 
than they had (o do before for the same 
pay. Brakemen complain, too, that they 
have to sweep out their cars, which is not 
demanded of brakemen on any road in 
the country except the Southern Pacific. 
Tho men will formulate their grievances 
nnd present them to tbo officers of tlie 
road In a short time.

Several thousand people in one way 


cr another participated in the rabbit 
drive beyond Eaeton jester day i 


It la eetirnated that 20,000 rabbits 
•ere found in the area of ground covered 


and more than 5000 were killed. 


The mum fence and corral were erected 


about a mile south of McMallin station, 
oa the West Side road. Nearly a town- 
ihip was covered, tho extremes of the 
in en north and south having been four 
miles apart and took a sweep over the 
sountry backward a distance of nearly 
wo miles. 
The day was a delightful one and the 


crowd thoroughly good uatured and full 
>f euthu:iasm. The movement began 
about 10 o'clock and the lines became 
visible in the horizon looking from the 
railway about 11 o'clock. 


At first no rabbits were visible and 


liose who bad stationed themselves at 
,he goal began to fear that the drive 
would prove a disappointment. As the 
circle began to narrow, however, the 
lield fairly swarmed with tho little ter- 
rors to the orchardiat and vineyardist. 
tt is estimated that the advancing lines 
brought up 
20,000 rabbits and two 


coyotes, bat RS the lines were weak in 
EOtne places thousands upon thousands 
bolted and made good their escape in 
the general round up. 


Actual coant showed that over 5000 


rabbits were killed in the corral and 
many thousands more over the .whole 
field traveled.

carry our wheat to Europe bring coal, 
witheoino other freight, to San Fran-. 
Cisco. 01 course no ship will come direct 
to San LuiB Obispo, unless it cornea in 
ballast; and chins will not come in bal- 
last so long as they can get coal or other 
freight which will pay expenses. We 
should depend then, upon ships cominn 
from San Francisco in ballast to San Luis 
Obiapo, there to take on our wheat for 
foreign ports. Then osiin, is it not bet- 
tej tnat the care which take our wheat 
to the shipping point should bring back 
euch freight as we have to bring op from 
Ban Francisco? 
Would it not be better, if we are to 


have a competing railroad* that it should 
connect ns with San Francisco, and so 
take our wheat where there will be ahipe 
to take it away to market, and where 
there will be return freight for the care? 


T11E LINE TO THE BAY. 


It has always seemed to me that tho 


best route loft for a compel! g overland 
railroad IB from tho 
Mojave desert 


through Walker's pass (iaid to be much 
easier than Tehachipi pass, now occu- 
pied by the Southern Pacific railroad) to 
the Baj .Toaquin valley; thence along 
through Visatia and 
Fresno, thence 


nearly doe west to Santa Cruz, and 
thence along tbe coast to San Francisco, 
where mftRoiflcent 
terminal facilities 


may bo had alone North Beach. 


But it is evident that this valley Is too 


feeble financially to divide its resources 
between a railroad and a canal. It is by 
no means sure that we have the means, 
ae yet, BO secure either tho one or tbe 
other. If we must choose, would it not 
be far wiser to concentrate our energies 
to build a canal to tide water? 


THE CANAL TnOJKCT. 


We do not seem to have at present 


very reliable statistics as to the coat of 
doing the necessary dredging in the San 
Joaquin river, or of building the canal 
with the necessary Jocks from the river 
to Fresno. I believe that tbis placo !e 
nearly 300 feet higher than the level of 
the sea. If so, a good many locks would 
be needed, 1 yiroBUuie. 
But, in any 


event, it would soein that the cat a' 
would he much lees expensive than the 
railroad. 
In addition to this ft ia well 


known that canals can carry freight 
at a much lower cost than railroads. 
Then, too, tho bank ol the canal for Its 
whole length is a freight station; for tbe 
canal can stop at any 
point and 
take OD freight, while wheat can he 
loaded on the can only at stations, gen- 
erally five to ton miles apart. 


I make those suggestions in the hope 


that they may provoke a calm, candid 
discussion of tba merits of the plans pro- 
posed and that a general public senti- 
ment m»y cryBtalizsthgrefrom in faror 
of one plan or the other, BO that we muy 
devote our energies and what means we 
can control to that oae plan and thereby 
effect eomething: for if we divide and 
fritter away our Blender means upon sev- 
eral enterprises, the result is likely to bo 
that wo shall not succeed m carrying out 
any plan.
